Charles M. Mayer, Assistant in 
Chemistry at Columbia U., Was 
Near Doctor's Degree.

NEW YORK, May 7.—Leaving a 
note saying “this is the last great 
experiment in the effects upon the 
human body” of a chemical com- 
monly recognized as one of the 
most deadly, Charles M. Mayer of 
Yoakum, Tex., an _ assistant in 
Chemistry, took his life in his room 
in Columbia University dormitory.

The village of Daghardi, near 
Kutaiha, was said to have been 
destroyed with’two persons killed 
and 60 injured. One person was 
killed’ in the destruction of the 
village of Inekollou, near Broussa. 
Three other villages were damaged 
badly and thousands rendered 
homeless, 

The recent earthquakes and the 
fear of more to come have caused 
a religious stir among the Moslem 
peasantry who attribute the catas- 
trophie to the recent action of the 
Government in renouncing Islam 
as the state religion and to earlier 
attacks on Moslem fundamental- 
ism.

200,000 at Meeting That 
Takes Oath to Over- 
throw Cabinet—Regents 
Refuse Their Demand.

ALBA JULIA, Rumania, May 7. 
—Peasants were marching on 
Bucharest today to demand a 
change of Government. Meanwhile 
the regency had refused the request 
of leaders of the peasants who had 
gone ahead by train. 

After a Sunday meeting of 200,- 
000 peasants and laborers had 
sworn to do everything possible to 
remove the present Government 


and had broken up in confusion, 
the crowd lingered for two hbdurs 
while several leaders made fiery 
speeches. Then two long columns 
started a five-day march to Buch-

To frustrate any attempt at open 
revolution the Government de- 
ployed 10,000 troops at strategic 
points outside this town with ma- 
chine guns and airplanes. No at- 
tempt was made, however, to mo- 
lest the peasants, 

Premier Bratiano at Bucharest 
said that knowing the real state 
of things, the country’s desire for 
peace and the impossibility of any 
revolutionary act, he had assented 
to the holding of the Congress of 
the peasants. He termed it merely 
an episode in the opposition fight 
against the Government, which, he 
said, enjoyed the confidence of the 
people. 

One resolution passed by the 
Congress was interpreted as mean- 
ing that if Maniu obtained powe- 
he might recommend the abolition 
of the regency, which rules for the 
6§-year-old King Michael, and this 
in turn might leave the door open 
for the return of former Crown 
Prince Carol either as a regent or 
as King. The resolution read: 

“This Congress reiterates {ts 
monarchial sentiment, but declares 
that the form of the Government 
depends entirely upon its concep- 
tion by the people, who possess the 
privilege to change the existing 
form if they consider a change de- 
sirable.”

Eighteen hundred members of 
the Street Car Men’s Union today

Fitzgerald, international vice-presi- 
dent of the union, and Edward Mc- 
Morrow, a representative of the in- 
ternational, who are here for the 
emergency. 

The union wants an increase !n 
wages of five cents an hour, which 
would bring the maximum to 72 
cents an, hour, and improved worx- 
ing conditions. The company pro- 
posed a decrease in wages on the 
ground that the decreased revenue 
from bus competition would not 
bear higher operating costs. 

Both sides to date have ignorad 
a clause in the working agreement 
calling for arbitration of such dis- 
putes by the Public Service Com- 
mission.

WASHINGTON, May 7.—A rap- 


idly moving line of presidential 
candidates trooped to and from ths 
witness stand today at-the opening 
of the Senate’s investigation into 
campaign expenditures of 1928. 
They were assured by Chairman 
Steiwer of the investigating com- 
mittee that the proceedings were 
not designed to injure or aid any 
man’s political fortunes. 

Norris’ of Nebraska, Curtis of 


Kansas, Borah of Idaho, Walsh of 
Montana, George of Georgia, Goff 
of West Virginia, Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska, Hull of Tennessee, all were 
there to testify, furnish figures, if 
there were any, and to say that 
they had no agreement with other 
candidates. 

Goft of West Virginia, who {fs 
opposing Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover in his home State, epitom- 
ized his stand with the assertion 
that he was sending out literature 
to emphasize that he was nobody's 
“stalking horse.”’ 

Curtis furnished figures totaling 
a few thousand dollars covering 
Kansas, New York, Oklahoma, 
Missouri, the District of Columbia 
and his own receipt of ‘a thousand 
dollars. Incidentally the Kansan 
said he expected to win and that 
he had become convinced that 
President Coolidge would not con- 
sent to be drafted. 

Norris repeated the assertion 
that he made last week that he hal 
spent $6 for an advertisement in 
a Nebraska paper which he had not 
ordered. Borah had spent nothing. 
Walsh had figures of $1190.65; 
George had $75 and a hotel bill. 
Curtis organizations had reported 
expenditures of $11,468.57. Goff's 
total to date was $60. Hitchcock's 
total was $1744.85. Hull's organi- 
zation had spent $1000. 

Norris First Examined, 

Senator Norris asked to bé6 
heard first because of a committee 
meeting. He was sworn and BStic- 
wer asked him to tell of expendi- 
tures of his campaign and the 
scope of it.

“IT have not been a candidate.” 
the Nebraskan said. “I have not 
wanted to be and haven't been in 
any sense.

NEW YORK, May 7.—The long- 
heralded opus of Alonzo B. See, 


' wealthy elevator manufacturer of 


Brooklyn, is off the presses under 


the terse title, “Schools.”” In 244 
pages the crusader against the 
modern girl, modern educational 
system and modernity in general 
heaves one written diatribe after 
another at his pet targets. 

Demurely jacketed in green, with 
all the externals of a textbook, the 
volume is privately printed at a 
persona! cost, the author admitted 
recently, of $100,000, or nearly 
$410 a page. It represents a labor 
of 10 years, and explains the silence 
of the past during which the ele- 
vator man has been embroiled in 
no newspaper controversies. Meth- 
odically taking up his subject mat- 
ter in the two parts of his book, 
“Schools” and Women,” See gath- 
ers together in print all the no- 
tions that brought him so much 
publicity after he had announced 
that all women’s colleges should be 
burned to the ground. 

Wants to Save Nation. 

“We have a nation to save. To 
save the nation the children must 
be rescued from their mothers and 
from the pedagogue, the women 
must be rescued from themselves, 
and men must rule their homes 
again.” Thus reads the subtitle 
on the title page of “Schools.” 

The book starts with a question: 
“What is the matter with the 
schools?” which the author an- 
swers immediately with: “Every- 
thing.” Attacking school methods 
of “trying to teach” imagination 
and concentration, See writes that 
schools interfere with play and 
‘developing the mind” and fiercely 
attacks their “deceiving the parents 
by misleading statenrents” such 4s 
liberal education, cultural and 
classical education. Teaching of 
evolution he places under a head- 
ing of ‘“‘Nonsensal Study.” 

. The self-made manufacturer who 
left school for good at 13 and now 
longs for a return to “the little red 
schoolhouse,” tells what should be 
learned in schools: “The alphabet 
—so thoroughly that it could be re- 
peated backward * * * spelling— 
beginning with such simple words 
as ox, box * * * penmanship * ® * 
arithmetic—addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, division, fractions 
and interest and nothing beyond 
* * * History—written by the best 
writers for the newspapers and 
magazines; geography—the geog- 
raphies should contain but litte; 
* * * English, particularly compo- 
sioa - F2" 

Says Mothers Wreck Minds. 

For only 66 pages, can See re- 
frain from the chief object of his 
past censure, the modern woman.

Kare running the grave danger chat 
Wi: talking so much about war we may 
forget to negotiate about it, and by 
pinning our faith too loyally to this project 
and to that we may narrow. the chances 
of anything being done. I read much of 
what is being written on the subject both 
in the United States and hére, and the re- 
sult which has grown upon me during re- 
cent weeks is that unless someone comes 
in with a practical sense of the situation 
combined with devotion for the cause. all 
our efforts may end tn squabbles and a 
deadlock.

One characteristic is shared by most of 
the proposals that of themselves will not 
carry us beyon¢ the staga of pious profes- 
sion, They are content with bringing us up 
against the moral or logical obsurdity of 
our present position, by statements that are 
trite in their simplicity. For instance, what 
can be said against the proposition that if 
no nation would fight there would be no 
war? And how inevitable therefore seetns 
the conclusion that the surest and most di- 
rect way to peace is to get nations to bind 
themselves not to fight! The logic is flaw- 
less, but the weakness lies in the founda- 
tion—lies in that “if.” Behind that “if” 
are maskedall the troubles of Europe. Un- 
fortunately for those who would like to 
live a quiet and an uncomplicated life, 
neither individual nor national conduct is 
determined by what one finds in textbooks 
on logic. What is called “the human ele- 
ment’ is something built up of impulses 
and motives other than those of absolute 
morality or reason. Conduct is something 
like cathedrals that require buttresses, and 
the practical problem of peace is the prob- 
lem of-buttresses. Let us kéep obvious 
common sense in the pigeon-holes of our 
minds fora moment and consider why rea- 
son will produce so little under present cir-

The liver in fact seems to be an in- 
termediate organ performing func- 
tions which are partly digestive, 
partly concerned in the processes 


of nutrition, and partly concerned) 


with the cycle of the life of the 
red blood-cells. 

The structure of the liver under 
the microscope shows that it is 
made up of cylindrical lobules, 
which are extremely cellular, the 
large cords of liver-cells radiating 
from the center of a lobule, like 
the spokes of a wheel. We remem- 
ber that all of the blood which 
comes from the intestine passes 
through the liver, brought by the 
portal vein, before it goes out into 
the genera! circulation. Thus all 
the end products of digestion (ex- 
cept the fats, which are absorbed 
by the lacteals and go through the 
thoracic duct to the left innominate 
vein) are carried first to the liver. 

It is logical to assume that the 
liver-cells either prepare them or 
store them until needed by the 
body and that this is their main 
function. We know positively that 
all the starch and sugar foods are 
stored in the liver in the form of 
glycogen or animal! starch. With 
protein metabolism we now know 


at the Mayo Clinic has shown that 
the live&jis the main organ for the 
formation of urea. There is an- 
other significant anatomical fact 
about the liver—its close blood- 
vessel association with the spleen 
In disease conditions when the 
‘spleen enlarges, the liver does also. 
It is probable that their functions 
are closely allied and their separa- 
tion in the body is purely acci- 
dental. These double splenic and 
nepatic functions are probably con- 
cerned with the destruction of red 
blood-cells, the spleen destroying 
the outworn cells, and the liver 
excreting the waste. One of the 
liver’s other miscellaneous, but 
very important, functions is the 
production of fibrogen, the sub- 
stance which initiates the coagula- 
tion of blood. If we did not have 
that substance inside of us, we 
should be very unhappy people. 
Removal of the liver in animals 
has taught us much about its func- 
tions. It is absolutely necessary 
in order to maintain life. An ani- 
mal with the liver removed lives 
only a few hours. Its life may be 
prolonged for some time by inject- 


ing glucose into its veins, so that it | 


is concluded that the main func- 
tion of the liver is the maintenancs 
of the normal leve! of sugar in the 
blood. 

Dyspepsia and indigestion are 
terms which will be found in the 
older treatises on medicine, those 
of 60 years ago. They are not used 
much any more, because it is the 
habit of the scientific medicine of 
our day to analyse a symptom or a 
group of symptoms down to causes. 
But it suits my purpose to retain 
them because I cannot go into a 
discussion of al] the diseases of the 
digestive system, and IT want a 
somewhat comprehensive word 
such as “dyspepsia,” which in- 
cludes a number of derangements 
referable to the digestive system. 
in order that I may touch on the 
various causes. 

In general we may say for our 
purpose that dyspepsia is any feel- 
ing or set of feelings referable to 
the digestive system, especially the 
stomach, which the owner of that 
particular digestive system consid- 
ers wrong. It includes nausea and 
vomiting. either occasionally or 
frequently, even the vomiting o 
blood; sensations of pain or dis- 
comfort after meals, as if the food 
eaten were not happy in its new 
surroundings or were not being 
shown proper hospitality; eructa-

T fect health hair must be kept 
scrupulously clean, And the 

usual bimonthly or even weekly 

water shampoo is not enough to as- 

sure this perfect state of. _cleanli- 

ness at all times. Nor does the s0- 

lution of the problem lie in more 

frequent water shampooing, since 


more harm than good, especially 
where there is a dry scalp condi- 
tion. 

Blessed, then, is the dry sham- 
poo or the dry shampoo so called, 
and blessed also is the daily brush- 
ing which, erroneously, some peo- 
ple regard as a sort of finishing 
touch instead of the wonderful 
means of cleansing it iS essentially. 

Hair, dry, oily or normal, that is 
given an honest brushing twice a 
day is literally 14 times cleaner, 
healthier and better looking at the 
end of a week than half that is 
merely combed. Brushing is a form 
of dry shampoo that no crop of 
hair can afford to do without. 

But to get back to the main topic, 
here are a few excellent dry sham- 
poos: Cornmeal, orris root, “rub- 
bing” alcohol and eau de cologne. 
l’or scalps with a tendency to dry- 
ness, cornmeal, orris root or some 
good, ready prepared mixture of 
this type is preferable to the use 
of alcohol or eau de cologne, these 
latter two being ideal for oily 
scalps. 

Now as to the correct method of 
application. Begin by parting the 
hair in the middle, from the fore- 
head to the nape of the neck. Then 
into the part rub a little of the or- 
ris root, cornmeal, eau de cologne 
or ready-made mixtures, and let.it 
remain on the scalp while you 
make a new part in the hair, this 
time across the head from ear to 
car. Again a rubbing-in of the 
shampoo, and so on, with parts up, 
down and across, until the whole 
scalp is covered. 


Next comes the brushing, and 
with a stiff-bristled implement, 
please! Those flabby affairs call- 


ing themselves hair brushes are of 
no use whatsoever, except perhaps 
as a help in coiffing, and at that, 
a brush with some character to it 
is to be preferred. 

It has been objected that dry 
shampoos of the orris-cornmeal! va- 
riety are unsatisfactory, because of 
the impossibility of thoroughly re- 
moving them from the hair itself, 
but if care is exercised in applying 
them in the first place and if a 
good brushing follows in the sec- 
ond place and fine-tooth comb in 
the third place, the hair will be 
cleaner, sweeter and lovelier to 
look at, by far, than it would be 
without the “operation.” 

And, speaking of the fine-tooth 
comb, the occasional use of one 
constitutes a little dry shampoo all 
in itself.
